Another summer moving along, and have found that this can be a good time of 
‘year to find that unusual token or even groups. The on-line experience can be 
‘worthwhile, even for an old dinosaur like me, We have had a major move in the 
‘money situation, not with the club, but with the British exit from the European 
‘market. (BREXTT) It as not actually happened yet, thee is alot of untangling to 
do if it does happen, but the one result that we ean see isthe loss in value of the 
British pound. Locally, within Britain, atleast one dealer tells me that business is 
better, asthe pound is lower. I cannot see that asa eal eason inthe long run, but

In America, prices have remained steady, the only time we notice anything is if we 
‘uy tokens from the UK, they are cheaper. Last I looked the Pound was at around

Errors, Typos and Opportunities for Further Research

couneret Wilkinson tens ~ seemingly wo the exclusion of everything ese, As always in an 
Site this lng, aod with lo of stnbuion umber and edge isting, a few typographical 
frrs wore bound to be included, Regardless of how many tines it was profead, some of 
‘hose mistakes sll managed to make i pst red eyeballs and into pat where, with someting 
skin to Marpy's Law, they Iter jumped ofthe page with just x canal lance. Others were 
‘aught by readers, including Michel Dickinson and Jack Mallen. Soles ear p the typos that 
ve been caught has. 


‘Page 17, Type 10e — the lst varity listed shuld be Dalton & Hamer Warwickshire 
08a, ok 40H (which was coc sted under Type 108)

Given that thre is documented evidence of this ate onder with Boulton (cited by bot 
Doty and Dyes), we can dismiss the fist option out af hand.
